Improvement in Cylinder Vats. 





The form of cylinder vat herewith il- 
lustrated, while it may be employed in 
paper making generally, is more especially 
designed for use in machines for the manu- 
facture of paper from wheat or other straw. 

In this the purpose is to provide a cylinder 
vat, by the use of which the operation of 
cleaning may be accomplished with little 
loss of paper stock and without the neces- 
sity of stopping the machinery, whereby the 
process of paper making may proceed with- 
out interruption. 


The drawing shows a vertical section of 


the pulp vat, 

A is the vat, having traps or “settling 
boxes,” B, and raised compartments or cylin- 
der vats, C. The traps and cylinder vats 
each extend, preferably, entirely across the 
vat A, the bottoms of the cylinder vats being 
raised above the floor 7 of the vat A to afford 
a horizontal passage, g, between them. 
Vertical passages, /, arranged, preferably, 
as shown, extend from the passage g to the 
height of the cylinder vats. The passages 
g and # form a conduit through which a 
supply of pulp is directed to the vats C, 
which are each provided at the upper edges 
of the sides, adjacent to their respective 
passages f, with gates D, which latter are 
raised and lowered to open and close by 
means of racks and pinions 0, operated by 
winches. 

A partition, ”, rises from the floor of the 
vat A to a point some distance below the top 
of the vat and is provided at its lower edge 
with a sliding gate, #. Another partition, 
m, extends from the top of the vat A toa 
point in line with the flows of the cylinder 
vats. A passage, f, intervenes between the 
partitions # and m. 

The pulp enters from the mixing trough 
or reservoir W, and, filling the first trap B, 
rises until it overflows the partition m, the 
gate m' being down. It thence flows to and 
fills the second and third traps B and passage 
g, and, rising in the passages /, the gates D 
being open, it fills the cylinder vats C. The 
wire cloth cylinders X, of common construc- 
tion, revolve and form the wet paper in the 
usual manner and deposit it upon the “* wet 
felts” Y, which travel between the cylinders 
and couch rolls Z and over the latter to the 
‘* wet press rolls.” As the pulp flows to the 
cylinder vats, the greater part of the foreign 
substances and knots before mentioned 
settle in the traps B, so that comparatively 
little deleterious material ever reaches the 
cylinder vats. The traps are each provided 
near their bases with outlets, /, controlled by 
valves, through which the material at the 
bottom of the traps may be drawn off from 
time to time and passed through a grinding 
machine especially designed for disintegrat- 
ing knots, after which the material may be 
turned into the vat and utilized, the foreign 
matter being caught in the traps, as before. 

While very little deleterious material es- 
capes the traps, it is nevertheless necessary 
occasionally to cleanse the cylinder vats, 
By means of the construction shown each of 
the vats may be drained and scoured inde- 
pendently without necessitating stoppage of 
the machinery or interference with the oper- 
ation of the other vat or vats. The vats are 
each provided with a drainage outlet, 4, 
opened and closed by means of a valve. To 
facilitate the drainage of the vats, their sides 
are made to converge, and thus diminish 
the width of the vats as they approach the 
bottoms. The bottoms, furthermore, incline 
from the opposite sides of the vats to the 
outlets 4. 

To accomplish the cleaning of any one of the 
~ vats its respective gate D is closed, 

ereby shutting off the supply of pulp, which 
in practice would never rise above a few 
inches below the top of the gate when the 
latter is closed. The vat is then drained of 
its contents by opening the outlet 4, and the 
scouring effected in the usual manner, The 
pulp which is drawn off may be allowed to 


flow into a trap or settling reservoir pro- 
vided for the purpose, and what is good 
thereof saved and utilized. 

About once a week, ordinarily, it is desir- 
able to cleanse the settling boxes or traps B 
and passages g and f, and to do this it be- 
comes necessary to shut down the entire 
machine. The outlets /are opened and the 
traps and passages drained of their contents, 
after which the gate »' is opened by sliding 
it upward, and a hose inserted, by means of 
which the passages and traps are freely 


cleaned by flushing.

There are places in and around the duster 
room where every box and bearing is cov- 
ered with a thick coating of dust. Dust 
will stop up oil holes if it is allowed to settle 
in them; therefore the careful millwright 
covers the holes with tin covers or pine 
plugs. The oiler has to wrestle with these 
plugs and covers, and sometimes he con- 
signs them to the wheel pit or dirt heap. 
Then the dust has full sway and gathers 
thickly, often filling the oil holes so tight 
that no oil can possibly penetrate to the

signed, but the persistence with which new 
things are sought in that direction leads 
one tothink that perfection has not yet been 
reached, Every device yet put to the work 
seems to have some failing which just pre- 
vents perfection being achieved, and as 
about every device yet tried has one or more 
of these defects, there seems to be plenty of 
room for the perfect oil burner when it shall 
be forthcoming. 

If iron, and wrought iron at that, can be 
successfully melted with oil as a fuel, it 
would seem that steam boilers ought to be 
heated economically with the same fuel. 
The method used‘in melting iron has never 
been applied to the boiler furnace, at least to 
my knowledge. The front part of the fur- 
nace is open to the air, except when it is 
closed by the trays containing the oil. The 
trays are made of a size to slide easily into 
the furnace door, and are 1% or 2 inches 
deep. Several of the trays are arranged one 
above the other in such a manner that the 
oil runs from one tray to the other, being fed 
into the top tray by a pipe from the oil sup- 
ply, which is usually kept at a distance. 

Some asbestos is put below the lower pan, 
and the oil is ignited as it drips from the 
lower pan upon that mineral. Soon quite a 
blaze is started, and the oil in the tray be- 
gins to get hot. Soon the oil begins to 
** smoke,” that is, vapor begins to rise, and 
float off up the chimney. Soon the vapor takes 
fire, and the oil becomes still more heated 
and more and more gas is driven off. A 
little of the oil blazes up in the pans, and the 
gas streams off faster, filling the furnace with 
a solid body of yellow white flame, and 
drawing still more gas into the furnace. 
The hotter the furnace becomes the more 
draft is created, and so much the faster the 
oxygen of the atmosphere is drawn into the 
flames, to consume the gas which is drawn 
in with it, 

It has been the custom in attempts to burn 
oil to use either steam or compressed air to 
atomize the oil as it is blown into the furnace, 
but by the method here described the oil is not 


this instance.—Ep.] Taking this view ot 
the case Millwright No. 2 will not try to 
apply the rig to any pulley which has a 
hub less than 2 inches thick on each side 
of the shaft. 





Regarding the making of patterns, as de- 
scribed in the same issue, did he ever try 
good, clean mahogany when something 
stronger than pine timber is required? Ma- 
hogany can be obtained of any required 
hardness, from the hard, glossy, brittle 
Mexican variety, down to the soft, light bay 
wood, which is scarcely heavier than pine, 
but which is much stronger and stiffer. 


Pear and apple tree wood also answer well 


for the purpose, but mahogany stays in 
place best of all. The cost is considerable, 
but for a very small pattern this factor need 
not be consulted. 

For patterns which are to be much used 
there is no better material than cast iron. 
To make a pattern from this material first 
make a wooden pattern, but take care to 
make it ‘‘ double shrink,” so that it may be 
the right size after being finished up, In- 
stead of the shrink rule being made 12% 
inches to the foot, it must be made 12% 
inches, in order to have the casting itself up 
to ‘‘shrink"” size after being finished up. 
Rules can be obtained with one ‘shrink” 
on one side and ‘‘double shrink” on the 
opposite side of the rule. Such construction 
is not desirable, as one side of the rule is 
being constantly mistaken for the other, and 
confusion and mistakes are always being 
made. It is best to get two rules, one for 
each “shrink,” and when one is in use lock 
the other up in a tool chest where it will not 
be got hold of by mistake. 

In making patterns always look out for 
the corners. There is no part of a casting 
which makes or mars the worth of a ma- 
chine more than the manner in which the in- 
tersection of two surfaces is brought about. 
If they run into one another without regard 
to how they approach each other the union 
is not as likely to be as strong as if they 


shaft. When such a box is met with the 
oil hole must be dug out, and a file is usu- 
ally the handiest pointed tool to be got hold 
of. Sometimes the tang of a file is very 
hard and breaks off in the oil hole. The 
next time the oil is dug out the bit of steel 
is pushed down toward the shaft, and before 
the thing has been repeated many times the 
bit of steel gets caught between the journal 
and the bearing and cuts a groove or chan- 
nel all around the shaft, 





It has been stated that “the blacksmith 
goes to Sheol for hammering cold iron,” but 
if ever a millwright gets there it will prob- 
ably be for some job he has done or tried to 
do at wood turning. A mechanic would 
never think of trying to whittle a piece of 
wood by putting the blade of his knife square 
against the wood and working the knife as 
if he wanted to scrape the stick. No, sir; 
that man would apply the knife in such 
a position that it would cut, and cut with a 
drawing action at that. Why, then, should 
a man try to scrape the work in one in- 
stance, while he cuts it correctly at another 
time? The question is a ‘ poser,” yet the 
thing is done every time some men try to 
turn up a pattern or a chisel handle. 

Here is about how the thing is usually 
done, also ‘‘ how not to doit:” The novice 
will put a piece of wood in the lathe and 
screw up the tail spindle until the wood 
smokes. Then, being ready for business, he 
takes a big gouge and tries to make it scrape 
off some of the wood. The first thing he knows 
the gouge catches and breaks or the work 
comes out of the lathe and makes a bee line 
for the nearest. window. A flying chisel 
will always make for glass unless the typi- 
cal small boy is around;-then it is sure to 
give him the full benefit of its weight and 
velocity After’ catching two or three 
‘‘crabs” our,man will find that by running 
the chisel or gouge over the work sufficient 
to let it bear on the bevel formed by grind- 
ing he can regulate the depth of cut at his 
convenience, Herein lies the whole secret 


of turning: Hold the chisel in such a man- 
ner that it will cut off a shaving like an apple 
peeling, and you may be sure that you are 
cutting the wood easily and cleanly. Don’t 
scrape the work by holding the ‘chisel per- 
pendicular to it, but see that the cutting 
edge and grinding bevel are tangential to 
the work. A good turner will make so 
smooth a cut that no sandpaper is needed to 
finish the work. Where the end of the grain 
is exposed burnish lightly by holding the 
middle of the tool upon it. A very high 
polish can be imparted to the wood—or at 
least to nearly all kinds of it—by this method 
alone, and it makes a very desirable finish,

Making Fibre from Pine Needles. 





A process for treating the leaves of 
pine and other coniferous trees, commonly 
known as “ pine needles,” for the purpose of 
producing fibre is founded upon the discov. 
ery that the organic growth of the pine 
needles occurs in layers of an entirely differ- 
ent material that requires different treat- 
ment. Thus the outer coating is of a hard 
silicious nature, somewhat similar to the 
surface of palm leaf, while the inner por- 
tions are of a resinous, gummy and pulpy 
nature, in which are embedded the fibres, 
This outer coating requires very active 
treatment to remove it, and yet if this active 
treatment be continued oe the inner 
7 ei ‘ 


ae strength to stand the 5 Sabeeq 
chanical separation, and is Seakeoll and 
broken. On the other hand, if a less active 
treatment is employed from the beginning 
of the process the silicious coating is not 
attacked, and the heat of the boiling process 
solidifies and carbonizes the gums and 
makes the stock hard and brittle without 
separating the fibre. 

This process is designed to overcome 
these difficulties. The pine meedles are 
first placed in a suitable vat or tank, made 
of cast iron or other suitable material, 
and of any desired size and shape. The 
tank is provided with a coil of perforated 
steam pipe, in the bottom, around the sides, 
and extending out through the tank, where 
it may be fitted with a valve for controlling 
the admission of steam to and shutting it 
off from the coil, After the needles are 
placed in the tank a grating or other cover 
is made to bear down upon them by means 
of screws, applied to the ends of any num- 
ber of binder bars, so as to tightly compress 
the needles in the vatortank. A water in- 
let valve connection is furnished near the 
top of the tank, and a suitable water or solu- 
tion outlet valve connection at its bottom. 

When the tank has been provided with a 
charge of the needles, preferably in a green 
state, the grating is forced down by the 
serews until the needles are tightly com- 
pacted into a small compass. The object of 
this is to get them in such small bulk as to 
allow a minimum amount of an alkaline so- 
lution to be used, thus economizing this re- 
agent. A solution of caustic soda in water 
is then allowed to flow into the tank by the 
inlet valve connection until its level rises 
nearly to the grating. The strength of the 
solution is preferably about 3 to 4 per cent, 
of soda to the weight of the charge of the 
needles ; but a slight variation of the quan- 
tity either way may be permitted. Steam is 
then turned on through the coiland the con- 
tents of the vat are boiled hard at 212° Fahr, 
for ten or fifteen minutes, or until the ebul- 
lition of the water causes ahead of foam to 
rise up above the level of the grating, where 
it remains. This step constitutes the active 
treatment necessary to remove the outer sili- 
cious coating of the needles, and the foam is 
the result of the glutinous mass of soluble 
glass formed by the union of the soda with 
the silica, forming silicate of soda. After the 
few minutes of active boiling the screws are 
released, and the grating is raised and the 
mass allowed to expand, and the liquor al- 
lowed to homogeneously soak through the

This completes the soaking process, 
and the last or third water may either be 
run off in a few hours or be allowed to re- 
main on the needles for several days with- 
out injury to them, and they may then 
be removed from the tank. The needles 
now present a transparent amber colored 
appearance and contain only the cellulose of 
fibre and are ready to be subdivided into 
filaments by mechanical action. 


One or more of these soakings might be 
dispensed with, and the needles or prod- 
uct be removed for working after the sec- 
ond soaking operation; but the fibre will 
not be as clean or bright, and the longer the 
needles soak the better and cleaner will be 
the product or fibre. They furthermore 
might be soaked as many times as desired, 
and each time the needles are soaked they 
will become more transparent and the fibre 
cleaner, The temperature of the water in 
all of these washings must not be allowed 
to fall below 70° Fahr. 


The object of the repeated washings at 
successively lower temperatures is to secure 
the gradual shrinkage of the fibres, and the 
gradual closing of the cells and pores and 
the squeezing out, by contraction, of the 
gummy matter from the cells into the sur- 
rounding warm solution, so that it may be 
drawn away and the fibre left perfectly 
clean, 


Fox River Notes, 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





Aprc_eton, Wis., May 13, 1889. 

I returned a few days ago from a 
month’s trip to the Pacific Coast, which ac- 
counts for the fact that the Fox River re- 
gion has not been heard from as much as 
usual lately. During my absence I visited 


| the booming towns of Spokane Falls, Ta- 


coma and Seattle in Washington Territory ; 
Portland, Ore.; San Francisco, Salt Lake 
City, Denver and Omaha. Paper manufac- 
turing, with one or two exceptional mills, 
has not yet marched so far toward the set- 
ting sun, and while I kept my eyes open for 
some of the familiar indications I could dis- 
cover there very little of direct interest to 
the paper trade. Spokane Falls has a tre- 
mendous water power, the river falling 150 
feet within the limits of the city; but it 
would seem as though this very height in 
so limited a distance would have an element 
of undesirability, as arrangements for utiliz- 
ing the power would be much more expen- 
sive and elaborate of construction than 
where the descent is more gentle. If the 
power can be made available, however, at 
reasonable expense Spokane ought to be a 
good paper making point. This northwest- 
ern portion of our country is developing 
rapidly and has an assured future, which 
in

Considerably more talk is being indulged 
in here than usual about sulphite and the 
probabilities are that the plant of the Thil- 
many people will not be the only one that 
will soon be in course of erection. W. Thil- 
many is expected here some time this week 
to make arrangements on behalf of the 
company he represents. The stock books 
are now open to subscription and will re- 
main so for some time longer. About $250,000 
of the $300,000 capital has been subscribed. 
The exact location of the plant is still un- 
determined. M. H. Brokaw, of Kaukauna, 
has an option on the old Reuter hub and spoke 
factory at that place and is thinking of turn- 
ing itinto a sulphite mill. Just at present 
he is absent in the interests of the scheme, 
and upon his return some decision and par- 
ticulars will probably transpire. 

The Fox River Paper Company has been 
unfortunate in the building of two of the 
foundation walls of its new mill. They were 
found to be imperfect, and, as the company is 
bound to put up with only the best, it has 
been decided to relay them. This com- 
pany’s experience may prove of value to 
other builders. It is found that stone taken 
from the river is not of the same quality 
throughout. The upper layers from the 
river bed make good building material, but 
stone from a lower depth is found to be soft. 
It was noticed that some of this stone was 
crushed by the weight of the walls above, 
and the whole of such imperfections is 
being removed, One of the flume walls 
and one of the walls of the engine building 
are the ones affected. No brick had yet 
been laid upon those foundations. The 
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brickwork of the finishing building and 
steam boiler house is now up nearly to the 
level of the second story. 

A great amount of work has already been 
done at The Cedars upon Kimberly & Clark 
Company’s great ground wood, sulphite and 
wrapping paper plant. Over a thousand 
feet of cofferdam has been constructed and 
225 men are kept continually employed. A 
canal will run down parallel with the river 
through the property and the various build- 
ings will be located on each side. The pulp 
mill and wet machine buildings will be on 
the river side and all other buildings on the 
land side. Power will be carried across the 
canal from the river side by means of shafts 
a few feet above the river. The stone foun- 
dations for the wood preparing building, the 
steam boiler house, sulphite plant and paper 
mill are now well under way, about a 
thousand cords of stone having already been 
laid up. Nothing has yet been done upon 
the grinder and wet machine buildings, as 
quarrying is now going on where they will 
stand. There will be a 9 foot head of water 
and the power of the wheels wili be about 
2,000 horse. Hon. C. B. Clark visits the 
plant daily, going and returning on his 
steam yacht Theresa. 


A force of men is engaged at the location 
of the Thilmany Paper Company’s new mill 
at Kaukauna. The tailrace is being blasted 
through the rock ledge. The stone taken 
out will be used in building the mill, and ex- 
clusively in the construction. The walls are 
already rising. There will be but one build- 
ing, 175x40 feet in dimensions. 

Several employees at the Atlas Pulp Mill 
had almost miraculous escapes from injury 
last month by the bursting of a barker. 
One of them was up on a ladder at the 
time, when a flying fragment struck and 
broke the timbers within a short distance of 
his head. Another was sitting on a block, 
and one of the large knives buried itself in 
the wood within 6 inches of him. 


The damage wrought when a portion of 
the new dam at the Combined Locks went 
out several months ago will be entirely 
remedied this week. The repairs have pro- 
gressed steadily since the accident. The 
dam, instead of being carried solidly across 
the stream, has been pierced with five sluice 
gates aggregating a width of 60 feet, to be 
opened during times of high water. The 
mills cannot be started quite yet, however, 
as the machinery in the wet machine build- 
ing is not yet entirely placed. 

The Kimberly & Clark Company has given 
a very large order to the Appleton Machine 
Company for supplying its néw mills at the 
Cedars. The order includes eight wet ma- 
chines, eight screens, six sulphur furnaces 
and retorts, three double splitters, two chip- 
pers and a miscellaneous lot of beams, rods 
and bolts. The machine company is filling 
an order forthree barkers from the Carrabas- 
set Pulp Company, of Skowhegan, Me.

If the mills through- 
out the country should shut down for three 
weeks, there is probably paper enough in 
Chicago to-day to supply the market for that 
length of time.” 

The result of all this appears to be that 
the present organization agreed to shut 
down for two weeks this month and possi- 
bly two weeks next month, and then put the 
price down from $45 per ton to $30 or $35, 
with a view of preventing the indiscriminate 
erection of new mills.

There has been a dearth this week of 
good, live news from the mills, and it usu- 
ally takes a pretty good newspaper man to 
make something out of nothing.

The 
moment Sturtevant saw the white robed fig- 
ures standing in the passage way he quickly 
raised his rifle and fired, the contents strik- 
ing Mr. Smith in the abdomen, killing him 
almost instantly.

It prevents all danger and risk to the person of the operatives ordinarily incident upon leading the paper through the stack. 


It avoids “ making broken” in the stack, as the doctors prevent the pa 


per from clinging to the rolls, and as the action of the doctors 


upon the individual rolls removes any and all calender spots from their surfaces, the latter are kept in perfect condition, thereby 
preventing defacement or injury to the paper, which would otherwise be the case ; also by keeping the rolls clean, removing all 
dust and grit, the necessity for frequent grinding of the latter is avoided. 
The blower or fan which supplies the air should be located in some place whence cold, moist air can be obtained, and as this cold air is 
supplied through the doctors to the surface of the rolls, the latter are prevented from heating, and a better and more uniform 


surface is given to the paper. 
In operation, the paper is introduced at the top roll and is conducted automatically between the other rolls, emerging from the bettom, 


and can be conducted immediately, without loss, to the reel.

THE cylinder machine comes in for a 
share of attention this week, the illus- 
tration on the first page of this issue 
showing the design of an improvement 
intended to provide a vat which can be 
readily and effectively cleaned with a 
minimum loss of material and without 
shutting down. 


Reports of industrial activity in the 
Southern States continue to abound, and 
it is quite evident that the increase in 
manufactures in that section is having 
an important influence on. questions of 
public policy. This is shown in the ut- 
terances of newspapers, which are begin- 
ning to distinctly avow their belief in 
the need of safeguards which shall per- 
mit the nascent industries of the South 
to expand and flourish. 


THE JOURNAL recently adverted to the 
fact that a London newspaper, after 
“reasonable investigation,” could not 
discover that any American “news” 
paper had found its way over to the 
British Isles. We now refer our “ way- 
behind-the-times ” contemporary to the 
extract from the Liverpool Dazly Post 
which we print in this issue. The ac- 
count of the suspicion with which the 
English customs officers regarded an im- 
portation of American paper is amusing. 
The novelty of the thing was perhaps a 
reasonable excuse. But it was made evi- 
dent that the paper was investigated— 
whether reasonably or unreasonably we 
leave for our readers to decide—and it 
became a matter of at least tolerable cer- 
tainty that American paper had been im- 
ported into Great Britain in competition 
with the home product. 


A REPORT lately issued by the Chicago 
Board of Trade presents figures at once 
instructive and interesting. The manu- 
facturing industries of Chicago give em- 
ployment to 132,000 hands, whose yearly 
wages amount to $74,000,000. The capi- 
tal invested in these industries is $117,- 
000,000, on which there is an outturn 
valued at $402,000,000. The wholesale 
trade in all lines is said to have amounted 
to $455,000,000 in 1888, an increase of $85,- 
000,000 in four years. The trade connec- 
tions of Chicago are widely distributed. 
Large quantities of manufactured goods 
are exported and the direct imports of all 
classes of goods during last year were 
valued at nearly $14,000,000. The energy 
which has built up this trade 1s commend- 
able. Were similar efforts made through- 
out the country and as ready advantage 
taken of the chances which offer our for- 
eign trade would enormously increase. 
If Chicago and Kansas City and other 
centres of commerce and manufacture 
West and South propose to maintain 
their position and advance with still 
greater rapidity, they must render potent 
influence and unite in the work of help- 
ing to further the means for extending 
our commerce abroad.

MEXICAN progress and improved finan- 
cial standing are subjects for con- 
gratulation. In his recent message 
President Diaz says: “ The interest on 
the home and foreign debts has been met 
with strict punctuality on the day of ma- 
turity. The bonds of the Berlin loan 
are now quoted in Europe at 93%; the 
reserves are increasing, the collections in 
the first half of the current fiscal year 
being greater than in the corresponding 
period of the previous year.” It is doubt- 
less true that the prosperity thus in- 
dicated owes much to the system of in- 
ternal improvement which has been so 
largely carried out within the past few 
years, and which is now undergoing ex-

tension. Peace and enterprise, freedom 
of thought and action are doing great 
things for the Mexican republic. And our 
own industrial and commercial interests 
have become so much more identified 
with those of Mexico that the improve- 
ment noted is a matter of much concern 
to the whole American people. Greater 
| results are destined to follow from the 
| system of popular education which is 
being carried out on the broadest scale. 
| In this last particular it will be seen that 
American manufacturers have no mean 
interest. Indeed, there ought to be, and 
we doubt not will be, a constantly widen- 


ing market for our trade in Mexico. 





SYNDICATES are the craze of the day. 
| Not long ago it was openly asserted in 
| Congress that such organizations and 
combinations proved the fallacy of a high 
tariff, and yet we are constantly meeting 
with new examples, chiefly English in 
origin, and carried through in the United 
Kingdom. One of the latest is a china 
clay syndicate, concerning which some 
remarks will be found in another column. 
But this arrangement is not satisfactory 
to some of the manufacturers in Great 
Britain. In a late issue of a London 
journal we find an emphatic protest 
against a combination to control this 
material; but the pretest may be regard- 
ed as idle, for if the capital and influence 
are forthcoming the project will be car- 
ried out, consumers to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 


THE protest above referred to does not 
emanate from a paper manufacturer, but 
from a producer of chinaware. To en- 
able our readers to obtain an idea of how 
one British consumer feels at the sugges- 
tion of a syndicate in china clay we quote 
his language. He says: 


The china clay produced in Cornwall and Dev- 
on is said to exceed 400,200 tons per year, and 
of this quantity the syndicate may have in 
its hands about 70 per cent., while it hopes to 
control the larger part of the remaining 30 per 
cent. As a set-off to the monopoly it is said that 
the consumers will have more regular prices upon 
which to base their manufactured goods instead of the 
wide fluctuations now ruling. But this advantage is 
scarcely worthy of consideration by the manutacturers 
if the price of the raw material is to be advanced some 
shillings per ton. Nor will it be an advantage tothe 
syndicate or an inducement for it to hold out 
to buyers. An advance just now would mean 
a decreased output, and if it were maintained it 
would spell ruin to many of our manufacturers, 
who even now have a hard struggle for existence. 
It has been suggested that if the syndicate 
“be floated, the local manufacturers will doubt, 
less see their way to becoming in the aggregate large 
shareholders, in order to have some control over the 
action of the future owners.”’ Will they? I trow not, 
since it has been pointed out that “‘ though the adhe- 
sion of the merchants has been given to the scheme, 
and the trade itself is subscribing very largely to the 
shares, only a very limited number will be allotted to 
each,” The italics are mine. But what does this 
limitation in the allotments mean? To me it would 
seem to mean that the promoters of the syndicate are 
determined to prevent the consumers of the clay inter- 
fering with their monopoly, and to prevent them by a 
system of limitation controlling the selling price of the 
clay or meddling with the quantity of output. 


An advance in the price of English clay 
would doubtless be reflected here. At 
least we presume that American produc- 
ers would not refuse to take the benefit 
of the act of the foreign combination. 


A REVIEW of the paper making syndi- 
cate in the United Kingdom, taken from 
a London contemporary, was crowded out 
of our columns last week. It appears in 
this issue. Since putting it into type we 
have received the Paper Trade Review of 
the 3d inst., which says: 


The work of the “ news" mills syndicate is nearing 
completion, and it is likely that in a fortnight the com- 
bination will be arranged and the details will be ready 
to issue to the public. The delay in completing mat- 
ters has been due to the action of a small percentage of 
the owners of mills who wanted more than a fair valu- 
ation for their properties, and the determination of the 
syndicate not to give in any case more than a fair and 
proper price, and the stipulation that the owners of the 
mills themselves must retain a considerable proportion 
of the capital in the union, The paper makers as a 
body are united in their vitws as to the policy which 
shall govern the union, the necessity of retaining 
the present individual management of the mills, and 
the conditions of the syndicate concerning the union 
being governed by the paper makers themselves, who 
are to act as directors, With the exception of one con- 
cern, the syndicate has settled with all the mills it 
wants, viz., those confined to the manufacture of the 
cheaper classes of paper. The union includes the 
principal ‘“‘news"’ mills in Lancashire, Yorkshire, 
Wales, Scotland and Ireland, the properties being well 
located and recognized as dependable manufacturing 
concerns. One company approached by the syndicate, 
whose shareholders were opposed to joining the com- 
bination, are likely to reconsider their decision, and 
possibly before the next week is over the management 
will deem it prudent to join the union. 


So it would seem that the project is 
bound to be carried through. The out- 
come will be watched with interest, not 
only in this country, but by the paper 
mills of Continental Europe, which stand 
ready to drop their goods in the English 
market on the first suspicion of a rise in 
values.

He says further: ‘‘Now the broker car- 


ries his business under his hat; he is under | 


no expense; if he sells at a margin of 2%, 


1% or I per cent. he is getting a good liv- 


ing, while the jobber is doing business at a 
loss.” I have been doing business in a 
small way as a broker for some time, and 
have often wished that I was able to make 
the millowners see that it was so largely to 
their interest to do their business through 
the craft yclept ‘‘ brokers,” but have never 
before heard so good an argument made in 
so opena manner. I suggest that the milil- 
owners take time to think on it. If their 
product can be sold for 2% per cent. or un- 
der, are they not foolish to pay more, be- 
cause, forsooth, ‘‘the jobber is entitled to 
some consideration at the hands of the mill- 
owner.” What consideration, and why ? 
What has the jobber done for the millowner 
that he owes him consideration? In my 
acquaintance with the paper trade, reaching 
over some years, it has been the custom, to 
a great extent, for the mills to make the 
paper and the jobbers the prices. How well 
the mills have come out in the deal I leave 
to them to say. Inthis day of active com- 
petition for business in all lines it is not 
possible for any class of men to monopolize 
a business, as it would seem that the job- 
bers of paper would like to do with this 
trade. It is the manufacturer’s business to 
make the goods, and it is his right to mar- 
ket them in the way that will make him the 
most money. If he can reach the consumer 
for 2% per cent. it is his right to do so, and 
if he pays more he is throwing away his 
good money. As arule, I believe that the 
brokers get as good prices as the jobbers. 
The brokers have never reached the point 
where they can make the prices on the 
goods they buy, while the jobbers, relying 
upon their past privileges, when there is an 
order in which the prices have to be cut 
close, let go all holds, and—take the order. 

The speaker is very magnanimous in ad- 
mitting the right of the millowner ‘‘to do 
his business in his own way,” but thinks he 
should ‘‘ protect the jobber.” If the jobber 
is so far behind the times that he canno} 
keep up in the race and support himself, it 
is about time for him to step down and out 
and let those who can do so do the business. 
He claims to stand in the dual relation of 
jobber and millowner, but does not sell ‘‘a 
dollar's worth in the year to the consumer.” 
I presume that he means that his mill does 
not, but that his store does. I would like to 
know what show an outsider, be he mill- 
owner, jobber or broker, would have to get 
after one of his orders in his town. I think 
that his ‘‘mill department” would have 
some very cheap paper to make before he 
allowed the order to go away from him. No 
broker could take the order at any price. 
Many of the jobbers stand in this same dual 
relation, and it would seem that the outside 
millowner would have rather a hard time of 
it to depend on them for orders. They 
place all of their orders with their own con- 
cerns, naturally, and give outsiders only 
what they cannot make themselves. They 
use their mills to cut prices against outside

to consumers. Of the speaker's own mills, 


| how much of the product is sold to jobbers 


other than themselves, or how much of it, in 


| other words, is sold to consumers through 


| other hands than their own? Were the job- 


bers, as a class, distinct from the manufac- 


| turers and were doing their business de- 
pendent upon the manufacturers as a whole, 
there might be some justice in their cry for 
| protection; but of the names enumerated as 
| being present at the meeting nearly all were 
both jobbers and millowners. 

The brokers have been to this time rather 
abused individuals so far as the jobbers are 
concerned, but I think that a few more tell- 
ing speeches like that referred to will do 
| them some good, There is no question but 

a large proportion of the trade can be 
, reached by the manufacturer for materially 
| less cost through them than through the 

regular jobbers, for, as was said, they have 
| no expense ; and, comparatively speaking, 
| this is true. He can sell the goods and 
| make money where the jobber will run be- 
hind. What stronger argument should be 
needed with a mill than that it can market 
its goods for one-half, or less, what it now 
costs it to doit? It would seem that there 
was a golden opportunity for the manufac- 
turer to step in and take up some of the 
slack which has been caused by the old 
way of letting the seller make the prices on 
the other fellow’s manufacture. The manu- 
facturer who can put his goods in the hands 
of the consumer at the smallest percentage 
of cost certainly has a long advantage over 
the one who pays the larger percentage.

EASTERN STATES. 
A pulp mill will be built at Carratunk, a 
North Anson, Me. It is | 
expected that the mill will be running by 
next November. 


The Passumpsic, Vt., pulp mill has com- 
menced work again with new machinery. 


Brown Brothers expect to build a wood 
pulp paper mill at Little Falls, Me. 


Littlefield & Plummer, Lynn, Mass., have 
recently put in machinery and commenced 
the manufacture of paper boxes. 


S. D. Warren & Co., Boston, Mass., are 
building a stone dam at Presumpscot Lower 
Falls in Falmouth, Me. This dam collects 
all the water of the river, and the control of 
it prevents it being raised so high as to in- 
terfere with their work at the Cumberland 
Mills. Itis said to be utilized for supply- 
ing Portland (which is 3% miles distant) 
with water anf power for electric lights. 
By building a standpipe of 40 feet in height 
water can be taken over the highest build- 
ing in Portland, and can and will be sup- 
plied at one-third of the price demanded by 
the Portland Water Company, which charges 
exorbitant rates, deterring manufacturers 
from using. Scientists have been making 
several experiments to test whether a quiet 
river or water works tend to purify. Both 
the water works and river are fed from 
Sebago Pond. The water is preferable to 
the Sebago and very pure. From present 
appearances the dam will be completed this 
fall. An abandoned canal can be used for 


pipe.

Anyone who 
is at all familiar by actual experience with 
the New York market knows that it is always 
possible to buy coal off the list, whether the 
list be $2 a ton or $5. There is more of an 
adherence to the list this year than has for- 
merly been therule ; the cut down of tonnage 
has helped to thatend. The Chicago report 
is of greatintercst. It states that the pros- 
pects for Anthracite are brighter than they 


| have been, not that there is any noted pur- 


chasing taking place, but it would seem 
there is a gradual revival of confidence on 
the part of the dealers in the ability and in- 
tention on the part of the companies to regu- 
late the market. The movement of coal out 
of Buffalo last week was over 50,000 tons, 
but the bulk of it goes forward on storage 
until the actual demand setsin. Personal 
investigation leads one to the idea that there 
have been but few orders from the retail 
trade placed thus far this season. There is 
coal in plenty for near future wants, and it 
is not the fashion to regard possible future 
requirements with any degree of fervor. 
The low rate at which coal is being moved 
by vessels from the lake ports to the Western 
points of deposit was very nearly resulting 
in a reduction of the rate charged by the 
railways from Buffalo to Chicago. It would 
hardly have moved any great quantity of 
coal, and only result in the temporary dis- 
organization of prices at many places, and it 
was not likely to be more than temporary. 
It is most probable that the producing in- 
terests ‘‘ will take care of things ” this year 
so that there is no slumpin prices. They 
hold the balance of power and are keeping 
the output down at this time ‘‘ when coal is 
not needed.” The lack of knowledge on 
the part of the ultimate consumer is greater 
than any lack of funds; but it seems as if 
both these conditions tended to produce 
the irregular movement of one of the most 
important products in this country.

One of the English papers says: Re- 


cent negotiations have brought matters al- 


most toa climax, and if certain owners of | 
mills modify their views—as we have now 


reason to believe they will—printers, pub- | 


lishers and newspaper proprietors have not

terests will be affected by the creation of a 


news and printings mil! union We may | 


at once inform our readers that we have spe- 


cially interested ourselves in tracing and fol- 


lowing up this scheme; and in the interests | 


of the paper trade collectively we have sev- 


eral times interviewed the heads of the news 
. . ‘2 . . i 
mills syndicate, not only to verify our infor- | 

mation, but also to urge upon the promoters 
' 


of the scheme the danger imminent to the 
paper trade, as a national industry, by any 
great advance in the price of news and print- 
ing papers. Our interviews lead us to be- 
lieve that the promoters of the syndicate are 
men of great financial strength. 

The promoters assert that they do not aim 
at enforcing an unnatural rise in the price 
of paper. They point out, and we must ad- 
mit with some truth, that for years past the 
profits on the cheaper classes of paper—such 
as the union propose to confine their opera- 


tions to—have been mercilessly cut down by 


suicidal competition until the margin scarce- 
ly pays interest on the capital and wear and 
tear of plant. Wethen queried the possi- 
bility of a huge union of mills controlled by 
one central authority, pointing out that the 
present individual management of the mills 
was as good as it could be in the present | 
owners’ hands; but if owners sold their | 
properties it would be immensely difficult to 
carry on the manufacture of paper, and with- 
out the co-operation of the present owners 
economical manufacture would be impossi- 
ble. ‘‘ That risk,” said one of the members 
of the syndicate, ‘‘ we have fully considered 
and guarded against. We stipulate certain 
conditions for payment, viz., a proportion 
of the valuation in cash and the remainder 
taken in shares in the union. That practi- 
cally insures the continuity of interest of 
each owner in the management of every 
mill.” 

And as to the valuation of the mills as a 
whole? we inquired. ‘‘We have on more 
than one occasion had to risk a total col- 
lapse of the scheme, owing to the demands 
of certain millowners being greatly in ex- 
cess of the valuation made in our behalf by 
our own trusted valuer. We were resolved 
to abandon the movement rather than build 
up the union on anything but sound lines. 
We intend it to be as solid and permanent 
as a union can be by concentration of 
capital, energy and control. We feel that 
a legitimate advance in price can safely be 
effected. The makers themselves have tried 
short time, private agreements and all sorts 
of means to improve their position, but they 
failed through the lack of a central control- 
ling body. That we have. We shall, as a 
union, be safe from the inevitable internal 
competition in the trade. If we advance an 
eighth of a penny on news we shall main- 
tain it.” 

But about foreign competition? Surely 
you recognize how easy it will be for foreign 
makers to land any quantity of common 
news and printings in London, Hull, Liver- 
pool, Newcastle and Glasgow ? 

** Yes,” replied one of the members of the 
syndicate, “‘ but of late years, since the in- 
troduction of wide paper making machines, 
British mills have been able to hold their 
own, and had they not been so eager to 
undercut each other they might have legiti- 
mately and safely got an eighth more per 
pound. This advance, small as it may seem 
to a printer, means to a mill like the Star 
quite £6,000 per annum, and instead of the 
loss of £1,640 for the half year ending Octo- 
ber 31, 1888, there would have been a fair 
dividend for the shareholders. Again, take 
the Sun Mill. The loss on that concern in 
six months last year was nearly £3,000. 
These instances are enough to show you 
that a reasonable advance is imperative in 
the interest of the paper trade as an in- 
dustry.” 

But about the limit of advance in price, 
should the union become an accomplished 
fact? 

** We do not intend to injure our own in- 
terest, or to risk the capital of the union by 
putting up prices to such an extent as to 
encourage foreign trade. We are and shall 
be advised, and the union will be governed 
by the most experienced paper makers 
themselves, who will retain a considerable 
proportion of the capital of their mills in the 
union, and we only stipulate that the ad- 


vance in price must yield a reasonable profit, 
yet ample to allow for wear and tear of plant 
and machinery.”
